WASHINGTON (AP) - Several 
Indian officials suspected of passing 
nuclear and industrial secrets to 
foreigners are under arrest in their 
own country and one source says 
Americans may be involved. 
State Department, and U.S. em­ 
bassy officers in New Delhi, declined 
all comment cituig President Carter’s 
statement last week that the ad­ 
ministration will not discuss live 
security issues. 
Foreigners involved in the case were 
not identified, but one Indian source 
said, “ Probably they are Americans." 
The Indian officials were arrested in 
early February and have been un­ 
dergoing weeks of intensive in­ 
terrogation. sources say. There was no 
official announcement from the New 
Delhi government about the arrests. 
First sketchy accounts about the 


discovery of an espionage network 
were confirmed Monday when India’s 
national news agency, 
Samachar, 
reported the arre&s of some senior 
civil servants. The news agency in­ 
dicated the officials were being held 
for passing economic intelligence to 
foreigners. 
One newspaper, the Indian Express, 
reported that two foreigners — 
presumably diplomatic spies — had 
been expelled from India as a result of 
what the paper said was “ one of the 
biggest ever espionage cases” to hit 
the country. 
The Indian government did not 
identify the two who were expelled and 
U.S. officials refused comment when 
asked if they were Americans. 
Those arrested by the Indian 
Intelligence Bureau were said to in­ 
clude a senior assistant to Foreign 


Minister Y. B. Chavan, who had access 
to top-secret documents; one senior 
and two lower-ranking members of the 
State Plannuig Commission, and other 
personnel familiar with Indian in­ 
dustrial, eeononuc and state planning 
programs. 
The Indian sources said they knew 
some of the subjects by name but 
declined to identify them because, as 
far as the sources knew, no charges 
have yet been lodged against them. 
TTiere is no dear-cut evidence from 
information available here that the 
espionage system under investigation 
concerns only nuclear matters. And 
Indian newspapers are suggesting that 
the spying operation had to do mainly 
with the country’s iron and steel in­ 
dustry.

WIIJKES-BARRE, Pa. (AP) - A 
grief-stricken father is pleading for 
help to allow his 3-year-old son, Jeddie, 
critically injured when hit by a car, to 
die 
before 
the 
child’s 
body 
deteriorates. 
"He’s dead. His whole body is 
freezing cold. His whole body is 
white,” said Robert Rhodes in a 
telephone interview Monday night. 
"His eyes are dark and his face has 
been ice cold for almost 24 hours now.” 
Rhodes, crying and his voice 
cracking, said the respirator that 
keeps Jeddie’s heart pumping is slowly 
eating the child away and erasing any 
chance for a proper funeral. 
"I want to have an open casket just 
to see him one more time,” Rhodes 
said. “I don’t want a closed casket. 
Why do they have to do this to him?” 
A surgeon rejected Rhodes’ request 
Monday to remove the boy from the 
respirator. A spokesmen for Mercy 
Hospital here called the decision 
"clearly a professional judgment.” 
Dr. Samuel Mackall and Dr. Victor 
Ambruso, both of whom have treated 
the boy, were not available for com­ 
ment Monday night. Their answering 
service said neither could be reached. 
Jeddie has been unconscious and in 
critical condition with neck, spine and 
internal injuries since he was admitted 
last Thursday, a nursing supervisor 
said.

Am ericans In India Spy R in g? 


WASHINGTON 
(AP) 
- Several 
Indian officials suspected of passing 
nuclear and industrial secrets to 
foreigners are under arrest in their 
own country and one source says 
Americans may be involved. 
State Department, and U.S. em­ 
bassy officers in New Delhi, declined 
all comment citing President Carter’s 
statement last week that the ad­ 
ministration will not discuss live 
security issues. 
Foreigners involved in the case were 
not identified, but one Indian source 
said, "Probably they are Americans." 
The Indian officials were arrested in 
early February and have been un­ 
dergoing weeks of intensive in­ 
terrogation, sources say. There was no 
official announcement from the New 
Delhi government about the arrests. 
First sketchy accounts about the 


discovery of an espionage network 
were confirmed Monday when India’s 
national news agency, Samachar. 
reported the arrests of some senior 
civil servants. The news agency in­ 
dicated the officials were being held 
for passing economic intelligence to 
foreigners. 
One newspaper, the Indian Express, 
reported that two foreigners — 
presumably diplomatic spies — had 
been expelled from India as a result of 
what the paper said was "one of the 
biggest ever espionage cases” to hit 
the country. 
The Indian government did riot 
identify the two who were expelled and 
U.S. officials refused comment when 
asked if they were Americans. 
Those arrested by the Indian 
Intelligence Bureau were said to in­ 
clude a senior assistant to Foreign 


Minister Y. B. Chavan, who had access 
to top-secret documents; one senior 
and two lower-ranking members of the 
State Planning Commission, and other 
personnel familiar with Indian in­ 
dustrial, economic and state planning 
programs. 
The Indian sources said they knew 
some of the subjects by name but 
declined to identify them because, as 
far as the sources knew, no charges 
have yet been lodged against them. 
TTiere is no clear-cut evidence from 
uiformation available here that the 
espionage system under investigation 
concerns only nuclear matters. And 
Indian newspapers are suggesting that 
the spying operation had to do mainly 
with the country’s iron and steel in­ 
dustry.

Gerber, OFBF director of 
program development and mission 
leader, says, "One out of every four 
acres of U.S. agriculture production 
goes into the export market. We feel it 
is necessary for Ohio grain leaders to 
understand this market. ’' 
Prime objectives of the mission are: 
to secure first-hand information on 
current and figure grain utilization so 
U.S. plans can meet market demands; 
and to urge European buyers to con­ 
tinue and increase purchases of large 


quantities of American grain. 
Participants hope also: to gain 
knowledge about competitors for the 
European market; to learn the con­ 
cerns and attitudes of processors in the 
three countries; and to explore the 
feasibility of adding an agricultural 
representative to the staff of the Ohio 
trade office in Brussels. 
During the mission, the Ohioans will 
visit the American Embassy in 
England and receive a briefing by the 
agriculture attache. The mission’s 
participants will join with German 
representatives in Hamburg for a 
seminar on U.S. gram and soybean 
markets in Germany. 
The group will tour the world’s 
largest grain elevator operation at 
Rotterdam’s Europort and visit a 
grain farm in Holland. 
"We have a very good represen­ 
tation of grain producers and grain 
industrialists on the mission. Our goal 
is to learn more about the European 
market and bring our knowledge back 
to other Ohioans involved in this phase 
of agriculture,” says Gerber. 
The group will leave Columbus on 
March 5 and return on March 13.

NAIROBI, Keny a (AP) — President 
Idi Amin retreated some more today 
from his confrontation with the United 
States. He lifted his order banning 
Americans from lo iving Uganda after 
postponing for th» second tim e the 
meeting to which he summoned all 
U.S. citizens living in his East African 
country . 
Amin said Americans in Uganda 
“ are now free to go any where they 
wish, such as going for holiday s or 
going about their normal business, be 
it inside or outside Uganda,” Radio 
Uganda reported. 
Amin forbade the estim ated 240 
Americans in Uganda from leaving the 
country last Friday and ordered them 
to meet with him on Monday at the 
international 
conference center 
in 
Kampala, his capital. 
During the weekend the meeting was 
moved to the Entebbe airport, 19 miles 
from Kampala, and postponed until 
Wednesday . And on Monday Radio 
Uganda announced the meeting had 
been put off indefinitely , with a new 
date to be announced later. 
U gandan sources in K am pala, 
reached by telephone, said Amin “is 
keen to improve good relations with 
the United States.” They said the delay 
would give the two countries “a chance 
to resolve their current difficulties.” 
Several Arab and African govern­ 
m ents, including those of Zaire and 
Saudi Arabia, were reported to have 
urged Amin to postpone the meeting. It 
was believed the U.S. government 
asked them to intercede.

basically involves the straw being 
finely chopped, spray ed with a mild 
sulfuric acid solution and then put in a 
pressure cooker where it is treated 
with am m onia com pounds before 
being allowed to ferment. 
After fermenting for 35 hours, the 
straw m aterial is removed and dried 
with 
hot 
air. 
The 
process 
was 
described in the March issue of 
‘‘Agricultural Research” published by 
the agency . 
"The fermented product is brown in 
color and has a pleasant molasses 
arom a,” the report 
said. 
“Crude 
protein content in the straw has been 
increased from 3.1 per cent to 7 to 10 
per cent. The digestibility has been 
increased from 32.7 to 46.6 per cent of 
the straw .’’ 
Developers of the process are Youn 
W. Han and Arthur W. Anderson, both 
m icrobiologists at Oregon State 
University , Corvallis. 
A three-y ear pilot study financed by 
a $150,000 grant from the National 
Science Foundation is under way to see 
how cattle respond during fullscale 
feeding tests.

The average cost of the 16 standard 
grocery items checked in 16 cities was 
$21 89 at the end of February. This 
compares with an average cost of 
$18.34 for the same items a year ago. 
Two years ago the cost was $18.25. 
Cost of a three-pound can of name­ 
brand coffee averaged $8 18 among the 
16 cities, up 9.6 per cent from a month 
earlier. A 12-ounce can of frozen 


orange juice increased 5.8 per cent, 
indicating a grocer may be getting a 
jump on price hikes tracing to recent 
freeze damage to the Florida citrus 
crop. Average cost of the can of juice 
among all reporting cities rose from 68 
cents at the end of January to 72 cents 
at the end of February. 


The marketbasket survey this month 
added tomatoes and lettuce to the 
shopping list to record produce hikes 
that may trace to the Florida freeze. 
While no comparison was available, 
fresh tomatoes averaged 65 cents per 
pound and lettuce 44 cents a head.

Amin Backs Off, 
Says Americans 
M ay Leave Uganda 


NAIROBI, Kenya (AP) - President 
Idi Amin retreated some more today 
from his confrontation with the United 
States. He lifted his order banning 
Americans from leaving Uganda after 
postponing for the second time the 
meeting to which he summoned all 
U.S. citizens living in his East African 
country. 
Amin said Americans in Uganda 
“are now free to go anywhere they 
wish, such as going for holidays or 
going about their normal business, be 
it inside or outside Uganda,” Radio 
Uganda reported. 
Amin forbade the estimated 240 
Americans in Uganda from leaving the 
country last Friday and ordered them 
to meet with him on Monday at the 
international conference center in 
Kampala, his capital. 
During the weekend the meeting was 
moved to the Entebbe airport, 19 miles 
from Kampala, and postponed until 
Wednesday. And on Monday Radio 
Uganda announced the meeting had 
been put off indefinitely, with a new 
date to be announced later. 
Ugandan sources in Kampala, 
reached by telephone, said Amin “is 
keen to improve good relations with 
the United States.” They said the delay 
would give the two countries “a chance 
to resolve their current difficulties.” 
Several Arab and African govern­ 
ments, including those of Zaire and 
Saudi Arabia, were reported to have 
urged Amin to postpone the meeting. It 
was believed the U.S. government 
asked them to intercede.

troubleshooter Talcott Seelye to 
Uganda. 
Amin’s initial orders presumably 
were prompted by condemnations of 
his regime by President Carter and 
Secretary of State Cyrus Vance 
following reports that the Anglican 
archbishop of Uganda had been 
murdered after his arrest for allegedly 
plotting against him and that Amin 
was massacering members of two 
Christian tribes. Amin also charged 
that the United States, Britain and 
Israel 
were 
planning 
to 
drop 
paratroops into Uganda to support a 
plot to overthrow him. 
After the detention order last 
Friday, U.S. officials expressed fears 
for the safety of the Americans, most 
of them missionaries, but Amin and his 
spokesmen gave assurances they 
would not be harmed. 
Amin then began backing down, 
saying he only wanted to honor the 
Americans for the “good work" they 
were doing for his country. He spoke of 
giving some of them medals. But at the 
same time he warned the United States 
against trying to emulate the Israeli 
raid on the Entebbe airport last 
summer that freed more than IOO

Palestinian air hijackers. 
Over the weekend, as a fourship 
Navy task force cruised off East 
Africa, President Carter and other 
administration officials said there was 
no cause for alarm.

Bukovsky’s civil rights activities in 
the Soviet Union led him to spend 12 of 
his 34 years in prisons. He was 
released from a Soviet jail last 
December as part of a prisoner ex­ 
change in which the State Department 
and the Soviet embassy here played 
central roles. 
His release was tied to Chile’s 
release of Luis Corvalan, a Chilean 
communist who then went to Moscow 
and met Leonid Brezhnev on the Soviet 
leader’s 70th birthday. 
During last y ear’s campaign, 
Mondale repeatedly criticized then- 
President Gerald R. Ford for his 
failure to meet with exiled Soviet 
author and dissident Alexander 
Solzhenitsyn.

But any 
alternative plan of tax cuts and 
spending hikes totaling $17 billion or 
less also could be approved as a result 
of the budget amendment. 
The conferees gave in to the 
demands of Sen. Edmund S. Muskie, 
chairm an of the Senate Budget 
Committee, and recommended the 
$200-million plan to help needy persons 
pay for fuel this winter. 
Details of the proposal have yet to be 
worked out, but Muskie envisions a 
one-time payment of up to $250 per 
home, earmarked for those in greatest 
need in areas hardest hit by the winter. 
The most expensive items in the plan 
are the tax rebates, an increase in th** 
standard deduction and a tax cut for 
business. 
In addition, the economic-stimulus 
plan envisioned by the budget con­ 
ferees would include $3.5 billion in 
direct federal spending to create jobs 
between now and Sept. 30, when fiscal 
1977 ends. 
The package is more than $1 billion 
above what Carter recommended. 
Congressional economists estim ate 
that enactment of the plan would result 
in a 6 per cent growth in the economy 
this year and a drop in unemployment 
from the current 7.3 per cent to 7 per 
cent. 
The program would raise Federal 
spending this year to $417.5 billion, or 
$69.8 billion above expected revenues.

Justice O’Neill had asked Stark 
County Common Pleas Court Judge 
Harold E. DeHoff to delay opening the 
trial, the newspaper says. The delay 
was granted and the verdict was 
handed down after the Nov. 2 election. 
The Plain Dealer says O’Neill made 
the request after being asked to do so 
by a long-time friend, David J. 
Clayman, a Columbus lawyer for the 
Ohio AFL-CIO. 
Neither O’Neill nor John R. Welch, 
counsel for the state bar’s ethics 
committee, would comment on the 
letter of reprim and because of 
Supreme Court rules.

The departm ent’s Agricultural 
Research Service said that the process 
basically involves the straw being 
finely chopped, sprayed with a mild 
sulfuric acid solution and then put in a 
pressure cooker where it is treated 
with ammonia compounds before 
being allowed to ferment. 
After fermenting for 35 hours, the 
straw material is removed and dried 
with hot 
air.

described in the March issue of 
“Agricultural Research’’ published by 
the agency. 
“Tile fermented product is brown in 
color and has a pleasant molasses 
aroma,” the report said. “Crude 
protein content in the straw has been 
increased from 3.1 per cent to 7 to IO 
per cent. The digestibility has been 
increased from 32.7 to 46.6 per cent of 
the straw.’’ 
Developers of the process are Youn 
W. Han and Arthur W. Anderson, both 
microbiologists at Oregon State 
University, Corvallis.

Plain Dogged Vigilance

NEW YORK - New York is a unique 
city. 
It is the only city in the world where 
the citizens abandon 50,000 cars on the 
streets every year. The only city in the 
world little do g s on leashes have to 
struggle through discarded cans, 
bottles and newspapers before “ doing 
their duty” on the curbs. The only city 
where overturning or setting fire to 
litter baskets is a favorite kiddies’ 
game. 
Tony Vaccarello knew it had 
drawbacks when, in January, 1975, he 
became Executive Assistant to Mayor 
Abraham 
Beame, 
New 
York’s 
proprietor and official whipping boy. 
Vaccarello - a young engineer by 
profession, 
and 
apparently 
a 
masochist by nature - enjoyed the 
challenge. 
But then one winter day late that 
same year, Mayor Beame summoned 
his assistant to his office and said, 
“ Tony, there’s a job I want you to take 
on." 
"Sure, Abe.” Youth will be youth. 
“ I want you to lie Commissioner of 
Sanitation for the City of New York.” 
Vaccarello did not faint, but he did 
pause. Then he said, “ Mr. Mayor, 
there is something that no one ever 
grows up aspiring to be - and that is 
Sanitation commissioner of New 
York.” 
And so it was decided. Vaccarello’s 
ready wit and ability to assess the 
difficulty of the assignment instantly 
won hun the job. It was an entirely new 
career. 
“ As the Mayor’s assistant, I never 
got home to Brooklyn for dinner, and 1 
was so exhausted that I slept like a 
log,” he says. “ Now I still don’t get 
home for dinner - but I can’t sleep 
either.” 
Vaccarello’s insomnia is, for­ 
tunately, the city’s gain. In a winter of 
nine major snowfalls, he has been able 
to track oncoming storms and gear up 
his sanitation men so that they are on 
the job with plows and salt-spreaders 
in a sy&em of maneuvers plotted like a 
general planning a major defense 
against an enemy assault - so that no 
major artery in the city has been 
blocked. 
Unlike 
some 
of 
the 
snowstorms 
that 
surprised 
ad­ 
ministrations in the past, this season's 
blasts have been kept under control by 
plain, dogged vigilance. 
“ I monitor the storms - which 
usually come up on Sundays, by the 
way, which means overtime for the 
men - and the minute I see it’s really 
likely to happen here, I call an internal 
snow alert , get the trucks out, load the 
salt spreaders, we’re ready. 
“ During storms, the Mayor takes to 
the roads and calls me maybe 10 or 12 
times, giving me road conditions. He’s 
a great snow spy. Our theory is if you 
get the first bite’ on a storm, then 
you’ve relatively got it licked. You can 
keep the city moving.” In past ad­ 
ministrations, a two-day, 10-inch 
snowfall, such as the one that occurred 
hereon Washington’s Birthday and the 
Sunday that preceded it, has cost the 
city 
$11 
million 
because 
un­ 
preparedness forced calling in of 
outside snowplow contractors; 
by 
anticipating and cautious plotting, 


Vaccarello managed (even with the 
overtime salary factor) on a half­ 
million. The engineering mind? That’s 
part of it. Being scared is another 
factor; 
“ With the City so broke, and the 
employees curtailed by layoffs, you’re 
always concerned that this snowstorm 
is going to be the uncontrollable one,” 
smiles Tony. “ When Mayor Undsay 
suffered through his debacle of an 
unexpected snow back in 1969 - his 
Sanitation Commissioner was skiing.” 
Those sporty days are past. 
Early in his now 13-month career as 
Commissioner, 
Tony 
Vaccarello 
learned a hard truth. “ Garbage is not a 
popular subject. It ranks alongside 
death as a topic that people would like 
to wish away. This is the reason that 
the Department of Sanitation - not only 
here, but everywhere in the country, 
and maybe in the world - has no con­ 
stituency, either in the public or 
private sector. 
“ People never c-ome to a public 
hearing and say, ‘We need a new 
sanitation garage in our neighborhood. 
They'll fight for a new firehouse, 
library or park; but, please - just take 
away 
our 
garbage 
and 
cart 
it 
somewhere .. . else.” The result of 
this attitude is that cities have an 
enormous solid waste problem: and 
New York, with 23,000 tons of refuse to 
dispose of daily, is running out of 
landfill sites. 
‘‘The answer is technology, of 
course. There are many systems 
which can now convert refuse into 
energy. There is gold in garbage - 
especially in the Northeast where 90 
per cent of our energy comes from 
foreign crude oil.” But, again, the 
public’s attitude slows down progress, 
from solid waste, the citizenry 
distrusts them - because big business 
could make a buck, while contributing 
answers to the garbage and energy 
problems. “ And also, it comes back to 
the same old bugaboo: the locked-in 
attitude that nobody wants a waste- 
conversion plant in their own neigh­ 
borhood.

Ear, nose and throat specialists all 
agree that it is a rarity to ever see a 
perfectly straight septum. The nasal 
septum, composed of bone and car­ 
tilage, separates one side of the nose 
from the other. 


A slight curve of the septum is 
almost always present. Unless there is 
a marked deviation of the septum that 
compresses vital parts of the nasal 
tissues, surgery is not routinely 
suggested. 


It is true that, in some instances, 
snoring may be attributed to the shape 
of the septum. This is not common, 
however. This is undoubtedly why your 
doctor will not “ guarantee” that the 
snoring will disappear following 
surgery. 
I would suggest that you try other 
approaches first. 
Allergies, palate 
disorders, excessive dryness of the air 
in the bedroom, and positions during 


sleep may be contributing factors. 


Every once in a while I get a salty 
taste in my mouth. It lasts for a few 
days, then disappears. No one seems to 
be able to explain this.

The court turned down an appeal by 
a group of some 2,000 Cleveland-area 
attorneys that the requirement and the 
disciplinary action a lawyer faces for 
failing to pay the fees violates due 
process protection. 


The Ohio Supreme Court in 1975 
imposed the fee on all attorneys in the 
state, intending to use the income for 
investigating complaints of alleged 
lawyer misconduct, unauthorized 
practice of law or other purposes. The 
court entrusted enforcement to the 
Ohio Bar Association. 
About 20,000 lawyers have paid the 
registration fees, giving the state 
supreme court $1 million. The money 
remains in the control of the supreme 
court clerk. 


In seeking Supreme Court review, 
the Cuyahoga County Bar Association 
said such a requirement was invalid 
because: 
—The money was specifically 
allocated to an assumed non-judicial 
duty of the court. 
—Lawyers who fail or refuse to pay 
the fees face possible suspension from 
the practice of law — and could not 
receive a “ fair and impartial" hearing 
before the highest state court since 
that was the court that imposed the 
punishment.

I’ve been told that the only way to 
cure my snoring 
is to have an 
operation on my nasal septum. I can’t 
get a guarantee from the surgeon. I 
w ant to explore every other avenue for 
relief. Do you have any suggestions? 
Mr. D. S., Wash. 
Dear Mr. S.: 
E ar, nose and throat specialists all 
agree that it is a rarity to ever see a 
perfectly straight septum. The nasal 
septum, composed of bone and car­ 
tilage, separates one side of the nose 
from the other. 


A slight curve of the septum is 
almost always present. Unless there is 
a marked deviation of the septum that 
compresses vital parts of the nasal 
tissu es, surgery is not routinely 
suggested. 


It is true that, in some instances, 
snoring may be attributed to the shape 
of the septum. This is not common, 
however. This is undoubtedly why your 
doctor will not “guarantee” that the 
snoring will disappear following 
surgery. 
I would suggest that you try other 
approaches first. 
Allergies, 
palate 
disorders, excessive dryness of the air 
in the bedroom, and positions during 


sleep may be contributing factors. 


Every once in a while I get a salty 
taste in my mouth. It lasts for a few 
days, then disappears. No one seems to 
be able to explain this.

Dear Mr. H.: 
Only recently, a new patient com­ 
plained to me about such a salty taste. 
He was not taking any drugs or 
medicines.

I 
referred him to a dentist who found 
enormous collections of plaque, tartar 
and mineral deposits beneath the 
gums. 
When all this was cleaned out and 
when the gums were returned to a 
healthy condition, the salty taste 
disappeared. 
If you have ruled out drugs or 
unusual diet you might give thought to 
the possibility that your teeth and 
gums area is the causative factor.

Ohio Bar 
Fees Upheld 
By Court 


WASHINGTON

The 
Supreme Court today upheld the 
constitutionality of a requirement that 
all Ohio lawyers pay a $50 registration 
fee every two years to the state 
supreme court. 
The court turned down an appeal by 
a group of some 2,000 Cleveland-area 
attorneys that the requirement and the 
disciplinary action a lawyer faces for 
failing to pay the fees violates due 
process protection. 


The Ohio Supreme Court in 1975 
imposed the fee on all attorneys in the 
state, intending to use the income for 
investigating complaints of alleged 
law yer m isconduct, unauthorized 
practice of law or other purposes. The 
court entrusted enforcement to the 
Ohio Bar Association. 
About 20,000 lawyers have paid the 
registration fees, giving the state 
supreme court $1 million. The money 
rem ains in the control of the supreme 
court clerk. 


In seeking Supreme Court review, 
the Cuyahoga County Bar Association 
said such a requirement was invalid 
because: 
—The m oney was specifically 
allocated to an assumed non-judicial 
duty of the court. 
—Lawyers who fail or refuse to pay 
the fees face possible suspension from 
the practice of law — and could not 
receive a “fair and im partial” hearing 
before the highest state court since 
that was the court that imposed the 
punishment. 
—The requirem ent and its en­ 
forcement provisions deny all state 
lawyers their equal protection rights 
and the right to associate with fellow 
attorneys. 
A three-judge federal court in Ohio 
ruled against the suing attorneys, 
deciding that the requirement did not 
violate any constitutional rights.

(EPA ), an FMC Corp. officer charged 
Monday. 
Raymond C. Tower, FMC Corp. 
executive vice president, said that 
calculations — using data provided by 
the EPA — show an individual would 
have to drink at one sitting something 
between 1,800 and 5,000 gallons of 
water contaminated with 100 parts per 
billion (ppb) of carbon tetrachloride 
for the chemical’s poisonous effects to 
be noticeable. 
At one point following a major 70-ton 
spill two weeks ago, concentrations of 
carbon tetrachloride in Huntington’s 
water supply reached 190 ppb, ac­ 
cording to EPA officials. 
But EPA spokesman Richard Chian 
said the EPA isn’t worried about 
people experiencing the immediate 
toxic effects of carbon tetrachloride. 
“ We’re more concerned with the 
long-term chronic effects of carbon 
tet,” Chian said. “ It’s not something 
that gets in the water one time and 
causes cancer, but it’s something that 
people drink over a long period of 
time.”

Monday the trip is expected around 
mid-March and that additional stops 
are under consideration. The source 
declined to name them, but said: “ It’s 
j trip into the country — not across the 
country .... 


“ It s his (Carter’s) first planned 
presidential trip,’’ the source said. 
“ It’s part of his effort to keep from 
being isolated from the people.” 


Aides have spoken in the past about 
a number of such trips and have said 
Carter might stay overnight at private 
residences, as he did during the early 
part of his campaign. But there is no 
indication how many such journeys 
Carter might make. 
Asked about planning for the first 
trip. White House Press Secretary 
Jody Powell said: “ We haven’t made a 
final decision on it.” 
In addition to taking Carter out of 
Washington, the trip would give 
Speaker Thomas P. "Tip” O’Neill of 
Massachusetts and Majority Leader 
Robert Byrd of West Virginia an op­ 
portunity to appear with the President 
among their constituents. 
Tet Threat 
Exaggerated? 


CHARLESTON, W.Va. (AP) - The 
threat posed by carbon tetrachloride in 
the Kanawha and Ohio rivers has been 
“ vastly 
exaggerated’’ 
by 
the 
Environmental Protection Agency 
(EPA ), an FMC Corp. officer charged 
Monday. 
Raymond C. Tower, FMC Corp. 
executive vice president, said that 
calculations — using data provided by 
the EPA — show an individual would 
have to drink at one sitting something 
between 1,800 and 5,000 gallons of 
water contaminated with IOO parts per 
billion (ppb) of carbon tetrachloride 
for the chemical’s poisonous effects to 
be noticeable. 
At one point following a major 70-ton 
spill two weeks ago, concentrations of 
carbon tetrachloride in Huntington’s 
water supply reached 190 ppb, ac­ 
cording to EPA officials. 
But EPA spokesman Richard Chian 
said the EPA isn’t worried about 
people experiencing the immediate 
toxic effects of carbon tetrachloride. 
“ We’re more concerned with the 
long-term chronic effects of carbon 
tet,” Chian said. “ It’s not something 
that gets in the water one time and 
causes cancer, but ifs something that 
people drink over a long period of 
time.”

We plan to combine those six agencies 
into one streamlined unit that will be 
responsible to the taxpayers. We want 
to help those who have paid their way 
— Ohoi’s senior citizens, and we want 
those who have cheated the elderly to 
pay for it.” 
Brown also charged all those present 
that it is up to the people to solve the 
problems of the present. He stated that 
it was his hope that all the people 
would keep their interest in the 
problems honed to a sharp, keen edge.

The albaco re tu na is the mo st 
v alu able o f the tu na family fo r canning 
pu rpo ses, and the o nly species that can 
be tabled as “ white meat tu na.” 
The tail o f the tu na, altho u g h 
relativ ely small in relatio n to the size 
o f the fish, is hig hly dev elo ped and 
specialized fo r su stained speed, 
making the tu na amo ng the fastest fish 
in the wo rld. It is estimated that tu na 
are capable o f attaining water speeds 
o f 50 miles an ho u r. 
The majo r po rtio n o f the U.S. tu na 
catch is taken fro m the eastern Pacific 
Ocean; abo u t 10 to 15 per cent o f the 
to tal co mes fro m the Atlantic.

This week we are featuring tuna-fish 
dishes in our column. 
Tuna-fish is perhaps the most taken- 
for-granted seafood available in the 
United States today. 
Have you ever wondered about 
where that little fish that's crammed 
in that can came from? 
First of all, it’s not a little fish. Tuna 
attain very great size, the largest of 
which is the bluefin. They have been 
known to grow to a weight of 1,600 
pounds and a length of 14 feet 
There are only seven species of 
T R U E 
TUNA 
- the 
Albacore, 
yellowfin, blackfin, bigeye, longtail, 
southern bluefin, and the bluefin. Of 
these only five species are found in 
American waters. 
Tuna are usually found in semi­ 
tropical waters, where the 
water 
temperature seldom drops to less than 
70 degress. 
The albacore tuna is the most 
valuable of the tuna family for canning 
purposes, and the only species that can 
be labled as “ white meat tuna.” 
The tail of the tuna, although 
relatively small in relation to the size 
of the fish, is highly developed and 
specialized for sustained speed, 
making the tuna among the fastest fish 
in the world. It is estimated that tuna 
are capable of attaining water speeds 
of 50 miles an hour. 
The major portion of the U.S. tuna 
catch is taken from the eastern Pacific 
Ocean; about IO to 15 per cent of the 
total comes from the Atlantic. 


Tuna Corn Chowder 
2 cans (6*^ or 7 ounces each) tuna 
I can (IOV4 ounces) frozen condensed 
cream of potato soup 
3 cups milk 
I tablespoon butter or margarine 
I tablespoon grated onion 
I small bay leaf 
Dash pepper 
I can (8 ounces) whole kernel com — 
home canned may be used 
Chopped parsley 
Drain tuna and break into large 
pieces. Combine soup, milk, butter, 
onion, bay leaf, and pepper. Heat until 
soup is thawed, stirring occasionally. 
Add com and tuna; heat. Remove bay 
leaf. Garnish with parsley. Serves 6. 


This sunny state salad will warm 
your fam ily’s appetite. 
California Tuna Salad 
2 cans (6*6 or 7 ounces each) tuna 
2 cups orange sections 
I avocado 
I tablespoon lemon juice 
I cup chopped celery 


l/2 cup toasted blanched slivered 
almonds 
Vi cup mayonnaise or salad dressing 
Salad greens 
Drain tuna. Break into large pieces. 
Reserve 12 orange sections for gar­ 
nish; cut remaining sections in half. 
Cut avocado in half lengthwise and 
remove seed. Peel and slice avocado; 
sprinkle with lemon juice to prevent 
discoloration. 
Reserve 
6 
slices 
avocado for garnish; cut remaining 
slices in fourths. Combine orange, 
avocado, celery, almonds, and tuna. 
Pour mayonnaise over tuna mixture 
and blend lightly. Chill. Serve on salad 
greens. Garnish with orange sections

THE FARM STEAD I Slopewall building is a versatile 
structure. Curt and Dale Bower are getting dual purpose 
from this building located on the Circleville-Tarlton Road. 
This year they stored approximately 10,000 bushels of grain 
along with several other pieces of farm equipment. The 
building features two 24 by 13 foot double slide doors and one 
regular man-sized door. It also has four ventilators with 
damper controls and six lite panels. 


TH E O PERATION of the Butler Kan-Sun Continuous Flow 
Dryer is simple, yet efficient.

The bill, sponsored by Rep. Sherrod 
Brown, D-61 Mansfield, offers a sales 
tax exemption on purchase of solar 
energy equipment and an income tax 
credit of up to $1,500 when solar 
systems are actually installed. 


Another Democrat, Sen. Michael 
Schwarzwalder of Columbus, set a 
news conference for today to detail a 
bill that would require utilities to make 
loans to residential customers for 
home insulation. 
Brown said his bill was needed to 
encourage 
wider 
use 
of 
solar 
technology. "1116 initial investment 
for solar heating equipment is 
presently higher than conventional 
technology,’’ he said. 


To assure that the sun is not blocked 
from solar-heated units by other 
buildings, Brown wants easements so 
property 
owners 
can 
reach 
agreements on “ sun rights." 
Schwarzealder’s bill would give gas 
and electric companies latitude to 
determine the amount of any loans 
granted to customers who apply, based 
on the utilities’ evaluation of insulation 
needs and the cost of purchase and 
installation. 
Under the bill, the Ohio Board of 
Building Standards would have to 
adopt rules setting insulation stan­ 
dards for improvements made on 
homes or apartments, and new 
residences.

Farm Index 
Stays Same 
Over Month 


WASHINGTON (AP) — Higher 
prices 
for 
livestock, 
soybeans, 
vegetables and cotton helped boost 
over-all farm commodity prices 2 per 
cent last month. 
But lower prices were reported 
during the month. Jan. 15 to Feb. 15, 
for com and milk, the Agriculture 
Department said Monday. 
Over all, the farm commodity price 
index was the same as a year ago. 
The meat animal portion of the price 
index rose 3 per cent, with hog prices 
up $1.30 per IOO pounds to $39.30 on the 
average. Cattle prices advanced 80 
cents to $33.10 per hundred-weight last 
month. 
Soybeans, at $6.99 a bushel, were up 
18 cents from mid-January, and 
flaxseed gained 12 cents to $7.16 a 
bushel. Cottonseed, however, dropped 
a dollar to $99 a ton as of Feb. 15. 
Compared with a year ago. the oilseed 
price index was up 47 per cent. 
Upland cotton prices increased 2.1 
cents a pound and on Feb. 15 averaged 
64.4 cents, the report said. 
Vegetable growers saw another 
hefty gain in their prices, up 12 per cent 
from mid-January partly because of 
freeze and drought losses in Florida 
and California. 
Prices fanners paid to meet ex­ 
penses, meanwhile, rose I per cent 
during the month and as of Feb. 15 
were 5 per cent higher than a year ago. 
Wheat as of mid-February averaged 
$2.44 a bushel at the farm, up one cent 
from January and well below the mark 
of $3.66 on Feb. 15 of last year. 
Corn prices, at $2.31 a bushel, were 
down three cents from January and 17 
cents a bushel below a year earlier. 
Tile blend price of all milk at the 
farm was $9.58 per IOO pounds in 
February against $9.65 in January and 
$9.79 a year ago.

The officials 
reported their findings to the company 
in a two-hour debriefing session 
following the inspection. 
Zimmerman said the EPA reported 
that its readings on the thickness of the 
carbon tet tank walls were “ very 
close" to data collected by FMC.

Harold Hovey, hired by the Toledo 
School Board to argue for the tax, said 
it should be collected on residents and 
nonresidents. He said nonresidents 
would benefit indirectly in several 
ways. 
Another prime concern is molding a 
bill that complies with the state equal 
yield school support formula adopted 
by the legislature last year. 
Members feel this could be ac­ 
complished by spelling out to voters 
the equivalent millage of property tax 
any education income tax would equal. 
The bill is likely to require several 
more hearings before it is ready to 
advance to the floor of the House.

Oregon Opens Ban 
On Aerosol Cans 


Cancer Society 
Maps Plans For 
March Crusade 


PORTLAND, Ore. (AP) - Oregon 
today became the first state to ban the 
sale of sprays that use fluorocarbons 
as propellants, but it still hasn’t 
decided how to enforce the ban. 
Two years ago, lawmakers cited 
evidence that fluorocarbons damage 
the earth’s protective ozone layer. The 
law they adopted went into effect 
today. 
Anyone convicted of selling the 
contraband cans faces a maximum 
penalty of one year in jail and a $1,000 
fine. 
The law doesn’t prohibit use of the 
sprays, it only bans their sale. So 
anyone who wants to stick with a 
favorite aerosol oven-cleaner or un­ 
derarm deodorant can cross the state 
line to buy it. 
Major retail chains began preparing 
for the deadline some time ago. Fred 
Meyer, Inc., which operates 30 large 
stores in Oregon, posted signs iden­ 
tifying products known to contain 
fluorocarbons. All were to be off the 
shelves today, said Dale Warmon, 
Fred Meyer vice president for 
marketing. 
Small stores were having more 
trouble. 
“We’re crying a lot,’’ said Bob 
Rosenthal, manager of the Nob Hill 
Pharmacy in Portland. “Mainly, the 
pain in the neck is I don’t have any idea 
what cans have fluorocarbons in 
them.’’ 
That’s one of the problems with the 
law. Because there is no national 
labeling requirement for sprays, 
retailers have trouble finding out 
which ones contain fluorocarbons. 
The law also does not specify who 
shall enforce the ban or who shall be 
exempt. 
Tom Caton, executive secretary of 
the State Board of Pharmacy, said, 
“nobody is” designated as enforcer. 
However, Deputy Atty. Gen. Jim 
Durham said local district attorneys 
will be responsible for prosecuting 
offenders. “Probably if somebody saw 
somebody selling the stuff,” he said, 
“they’d scream and the D.A.’s office 
would prosecute.”

WEST IAF A YETTE, Ind (AP) - An 
authority on climate predicts colder 
than normal winters for at least the 
next IO years. 
Dr. James E. Newman, Purdue 
University professor of agronomy 
geosciences, says in the March issue of 
Outdoor Indiana there has been a 
.significant cooling of the Northern 
Hemisphere since the 1930s, and “we 
are just beginning to see the effects of 
it. I would say it is very likely we will 
have a series of continued cooler 
winters.” 
He said, “We can expect the return 
of some colder winters like this one. I 
would say in the next decade we could 
have three or four of them, but I 
wouldn’t say that next year is going to 
be one of them.”
